AN IMMIGRATION LOOP­ 
HOLE 


CABINET SEATS IN CON­ 
GRESS 


There 
is 
considerable 
discussion 
Bowadays as to the advisability of 
giving cabinet officers seats in con­ 
gress. 
This would be a distinct inno­ 
vation for the United States, though 
It is custom ary elsewhere. 
In Eng­ 
land, and in nearly every other coun­ 
try using the English parliam entary 
•ystem —on which our own govern­ 
ment was largely modeled in the be­ 
ginning—the cabinet members have 
tccess to the legislature, though they 
are not perm itted to vote. 
The arrangement is found mutually 
advantageous to the adm inistrative 
and legislative branches. 
It enables 
the cabinet to keep in touch with leg­ 
islation, and it enables the legislature j 
to get necessary Information on pend­ 
ing measures easily and directly. 
It 
is natural that, with the growing tend­ 
ency to have bills shaped by executive 
departments 
before 
their 
introduc­ 
tion. this plan should receive serious 
consideration- 
The increasing com­ 
plexity and scope of government make 
it necessary for experts to prepare 
and explain the measures. 
Congress 
and the cabinet would probably get 
along better, ordinarily, and! make 
more progress, kf they worked to­ 
gether in this way. 


A BLOW TO PESSIMISTS 


T here are fewer pessim ists now 
who assert that a League of Nations 
can not be formed. 
They have suc­ 
cumbed to the fact of daily progress 
in the establishm ent of such a league. 
Admitting that the league is in sight, 
however, they manage to gloom a 
good deal over the prospect of its 
early failure and of a total break­ 
down in a crisis. 
Pessim ists 
do 
not 
eniov 
being 
cheered up. 
Nevertheless it Is well 
to point out a few' things to them 
occasionally. 
One thing of which 
these grouchy folk may safely be re­ 
minded today is that their predeces­ 
sors said just as discouraging things 
about th e United States of America 
back in the days following the Revo­ 
lution.

The Civil War 
was a break which must have delight­ 
ed the pessimists of that day. 
But 
it ended by clinching the Union. 
It is quite true that the statesmen 
now struggling to form a workable 


The bill pending in congress to re­ 
strict immigration during the recon­ 
struction period) provides that the ex 
elusion clause shall not apply to im­ 
m igrants fleeing from “religious perse­ 
cution.” 
According to this provision. 
it does not m atter whether such perse­ 
cution is evidenced “by overt acts or 
by laws or government regulations 
that discrim inate against the alien 
or the race to which he belongs, be­ 
cause of his religious faith.” 
Superficially this looks all right, 
and in harmony with American ideals. 
Closer inspection arouses a suspicion 
voiced by the New York World as 
follows: 
“If this clause is to remain in 
the proposed act, its author might 
more appropriately have said that 
it was intended to keep out every­ 
body 
except 
revolutionists 
and 
Bolshevists. 
There is hardly a 
person in all the world subject to 
one or the other of those classifi­ 
cations who cannot prove that he 
is the victim of ‘overt acts’ or of 
persecution because of his relig­ 
ious faith.” 
It is not likely that the American 
public wants to discrim inate against 
the Russian Jews, to whom America 
has long been a refuge from religious 
persecution. 
It is well known, how’- 
ever. that many of the most danger­ 
ous agitators in America in recent 
years slipped in unobserved among 
the honest and well-meaning refugees 
for whom the welcome was intended. 
Trotzky was a good example. 
It may be wiser, if immigration is 
to l>e prohibited for two or three or 
four years, to make it absolute, there­ 
by playing safe and also causing no 
hard feelings by invidious discrim in­ 
ation.

TOO UTE TO GET 


GULL 


Preliminary Work of City En­ 
gineer Would Require Three 
to Four W eeks 


The voters of Santa 
Ana will 
not have an opportunity to vote 
oh sewer bonds at the election In 
April. 
The council at 
the 
adjourned 
meeting last night decided that 
it was too late to get the (tate 
necessary and carry through the 
legal proceedings in time to sub­ 
mit the question at tho regular 
election. 
The matter was 
brought 
up 
just as an incident of the meet­ 
ing and there was no long dis­ 
cussion of the need of an outfall 
sower to the ocean. 
N ear the end of a 
long 
session 
th a t took the course of 
a 
talkfest, 
Tubbs asked if the council had not 
forgotten something, and then said 
“•fewer.” 
G reenleaf and 
M aryatt 
said 
that 
they were willing to acquiesce in the 
wish of the other three m em bers of 
the board and would vote to 
submit 
the proposition so that the people of 
the city could determ ine 
for 
them ­ 
selves w hether they wanted an out­ 
fall sew er to the ocean. 
In stating that he would vote for 
submission of the 
issue, 
Greenleaf 
said th at he would not concede that 
the outfall to the ocean was the bet­ 
ter method and he still m aintained 
the sewer farm would be 
the 
most 
profitable method of disposing of the 
sewage. 
T here was some m isunderstanding 
at the last m eeting of the council as 
to w hether the m atter could be post­ 
poned another week and still have 
tim e in which to put the 
legal 
pro­ 
ceedings through. 
There is tim e for 
the legal proceedings, but It develop­ 
ed that the engineer had been stop­ 
ped some tim e ago in his work of get­ 
ting data on the cost of th e project 
necessary for presentation in the call 
for the election. 
It could not now be 
gotten in tim e to be included in the 
notice, and therefore the question of 
sewers at this tim e had to be drop­ 
ped. 
For Auditorium 
The council last night got along] 
far enough in a discussion of an au­ 
ditorium as a public memorial for the 
soldier boys to appoint a com m ittee 
to look up suitable locations for such 
a place. 
M aryatt and G reenleaf are 
the men who will get the dope on lo­ 
cations and their cost and will report 
back to the council at a later meet- 
A**. 
A delegation of local residents in­ 
terested in the project was to have 
been present to advocate action 
by 
the council, but J. A. Hankey w as the 
only one to attend, the others having 
been kept at home presum ably by the 
threatening weather. 
Hankey stated that he was in at­ 
tendance at the invitation of others 
who expected to be there, and that 
^e was not prepared to offer anything 
definite. 
“I came here a t the invitation 
of 
others who were to appear before the 
board to suggest that some step be 
taken to provide a public auditorium 
as a suitable memorial to our boys 
in the ll. 8. service,” 
said 
Hankey. 
“A large num ber of substantial peo­ 
ple of the city have expressed them ­ 
selves in favor of such a move. 
No 


definite plans have been formulated, 
nor has the am ount of money that 
would be needed for such a project, 
so far as I know, been named. 
“I believe it would be a fine thing 
not only for Santa Ana but for our 
boys if some steps were taken to se­ 
cure a site and build an auditorium 
large enough to accommodate conven­ 
tions, union 
meetings 
of 
churches, 
etc. 
“I believe we would have no trou­ 
ble in voting bonds. 
We 
lost 
the 
project before because it was coupled 
w ith another issue and because, per­ 
haps, the location was not right. The 
location should be one that is acces­ 
sible and the building large 
enough 
to accommodate all kinds 
of 
large 
gatherings. 
“Santa Ana is particularly well sit­ 
uated for the entertainm ent of con­ 
ventions. 
I know of 
nothing 
that 
would show our appreciation of the 
services of our boys better than the 
erection of such a memorial. I hope 
you will see your way clear to submit 
a bond issue to take care of the prop­ 
osition.” 
Judge M aryatt—“We need just that 
very Jhing. 
It should be located in 
the center of the city, as near as pos­ 
sible. On May 13 we are to entertain 
the G. A. R. convention for the 
de­ 
partm ent of California and Nevada. 
T here will be 6000 or 
6000 
people 
here, and the only way we 
will 
be 
able to take care of the convention 
is to divide it into five groups. 
We 
have secured five churches in which 
the different departm ents of the con­ 
vention will meet.” 
Visel—“How are we going 
to 
fi­ 
nance it and what power has the city 
council?” 
M aryitt—“It would cost very little 
to subm it a bond issue at the coming 
election. 
The first and most Import­ 
ant thing is to secure a good location.

In 1917 the size of the 
plant was increased fifty tim es over 
what it was the previous year, and in 
1918, 50 per cent over 1917. One hun­ 
dred and fifty people are dependent

num ber of women who earn from $2 
to $3 per day. The men make from $4 
to $15 per day. The payroll for 1918

which has always been classed as a 
product of exceptional medicinal qual­ 
ities. 
This allowed us to clean up 
the old crop and go into the winter 
months with a very light supply on 
hand. 
The 
entire 
California 
crop 
was 
light, due of course to the heat wave 
of the previous summer, which drop­ 
ped the small fruit, but notw ithstand­ 
ing this fact, this Exchange shipped 
about 150 cars more than in any prev­ 
ious season. 
There were two reasons 
for this increase; 
first, this district, 
and in fact all citrus districts noel 
the coast, suffered less damage from 
the heat wave thanA oe interior dist­ 
ricts,«and second/^here is a large 
acreage of young lemon groves in this 
district, a portion of which are coming 
into bearing each year, thereby in­ 
creasing our production very m ater­ 
ially. 
Increased Transportation Coots. 
On April 25th. 19JS, the carriers put 
into effect tariffs Increasing the esti­ 
mated weight on oranges from 72 to 
78 pounds, and on lemons from 84 to 
90 pounds. 
These increases were sus­ 
pended by the carriers on May 22nd to 
give the industry an opportunity to 
experim ent w ith sm aller size pack­ 
ages- No agreem ent could be reacher 
by the shippers on a change in the 
size of the orange box, and on Sept. 
1st the increased weight again became 
effective;. This increased estim ated 
weight made an increase in freight 
charges on oranges of 8 1-3 per cent. 
Lemon shippers agreed on a new sized 
lemon box. and the 84 pound estim at­ 
ed weight applies as heretofore. 
A general Increase of 25 per cent in 
freight rates was ordered by the U nit­ 
ed States R. R. Commission, and be­ 
came effective June 23th, 1918, which 
increased the orange rate from ll.lo 
per cwt. to $1.44 per cwt. and the 
lemon rate from $1.00 per cwt. to $1.25 
per cwt- 
These increases together with 3 per 
cent w’ar tax on freight bills, increase 
our freight charges alm ost 40 per 
cent.

W ith the constantly increasing pro­ 
duction of Oranges in California, and 
with the increased cost of production, 
packing and transportation charges, 
the question of the disposition of low 
grade fruit has been a growing one.

been secured to manage the new or­ 
ganization, thus insuring a continua­ 
tion of the high quality of the pro­ 
ducts. 
An additional factory has been 
built and is now in operation at San 
Dimas, and it is the intention to build 
other plants or enlarge the present 
ones as the business demands. 
The products from these factories 
will be m arketed through the Califor­ 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange under 
the famous Sunkist brand, and a na­ 
tional advertising campaign carried 
on to properly place same before the 
buying public. 
It is the intention to 
expend during the coming year $50.- 
000 00 for this purpose. 
Return* from the products of these 
factories will be distributed to the 
member Associations after expenses 
are deducted, on the basis of the num­ 
ber of pounds of fruit delivered by 
them to the factory. 
The business appears to have great 
possibilities, 
but if returns on this 
fruit prove to be no greater than in 
the past, certainly it is a step in the 
right direction, as it will eliminate 
from competition 
with 
our 
better 
grades of fruit a great quantity of low 
grade stuff that has heretofore been 
dumped on the m arket at a very low 
price and often at prices that were un­ 
profitable to the growers. 
Exchange shippers have for some 
time operated a lemon by-products 
plant, so that our shippers now will 
have an outlet for their low grades of 
both oranges and lemons. 
Crop Prospects for Coming Year. 
The cold w eather in Southern Cali­ 
fornia the last week in December re­ 
duced very m aterially what was un­ 
questionably the largest lemon crop 
we have ever had. 
Estim ates of the 
damage to lemons range all the way 
from 15 per cent to 50 per c e n t 
We 
believe this district suffered a loss of 
at least 25 per cent. 
The damage to oranges wras not so 
severe. 
After a thorough investiga­ 
tion by the Field Department of the 
California Fruit Growers Exchange, 
an estim ate of from IO to 15 per cent

We have a very large crop of Valen­ 
cias, which we believe is also true in 
practically 
ell 
districts. 
Market 
prices for the coming year, especially 
in reference to valencias, are some­ 
thing that at this time cannot be fore­ 
casts^. As above stated there is a 
large* crop of fruit to be moved and 
prices will absolutely depend on the 
length of our shipping season, the 
equitable distribution of the fruit, and 
the condition of the Country at large 
as affects 'the bulk of the population. 
Conclusion. 
Your manager feels proud to be able 
to make this glowing report of the 
business for the past year. 
He hps 
had the fullest co-operation of all of 
the 
Association 
Managers, 
in 
the 
handling of the business, as well as 
everyone connected with our organiz­ 
ation all along the line. 
We feel that with the concrete or­

UNTIL EARLY IN 1920 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. l l . —It will be 
impossible to get work started on the 
capitol 
extension 
buildings 
before 
Jan. I. 1920. 
This date, according to members of 
the state board of control, will be the 
very earliest that could be hoped un­ 
der 
the 
most 
propitious 
circum­ 
stances. 
WeekB St Day, San Francisco archi­ 
tects who won the 
competition for 
the plans, were 
instructed 
by 
the 
board of control, immediately* after 
the signing of the armistice, to pro­ 
ceed at once with the preparation of 
the detail working plans. 
Both men, 
prior to that time, had been in war 
service. 
Their plans cannot be ready before 
September I. 
Bids must be adver­ 
tised for thirty days. Contractors will 
require from 60 to 90 days to figure 


til* specifications mad make their 
bids. The board of control and the 
state engineering department then go 
over the figures, before the contract 
can be awarded. 
Thus It will be more than a year 
before the contractor 
can 
possibly 
have the men on the ground. 
The financing of the project, how­ 
ever, presents another serious prob­ 
lem. 
Two years ago California voted a 
$3,000,000 bond issue to pay for the 
buildings. 
Since that time building 
costs have advanced more than 20 per 
cent and the bond market has slump­ 
ed. 
According to 
State 
Treasurer 
Friend W. Richardson the 4 per cent 
building bonds would 
probably 
not 
bring more than 92 on the 
market. 
Thus the low interest bearing bonds 
would bring $2,760,000 and the build­ 
ing that would have cost $3,000,000 
two years ago would cost $3,600,000 
today, leaving $840,000 to be made up, 
either by additional 
appropriations, 
or by altering the plans to provide 
cheaper or smaller buildings.
